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1 . Before starting the rejection, the examiner will make a comment about several of the 
prior art references. Rodel et al '407, Grunsky et al '596, and Nuzzi et al c 635 all show various 
studs which mate with corresponding slots or recesses in inserts. Thus, it is clearly apparent that 
the stud shown in figure 2 of German 4 230 is intended to mate with such a recess in an insert. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 3-13, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
German 3,616,230. Starting with figures 1-3, German '230 shows a holder 1 and a body 2. The 
body is generally cylindrical, and figure 2 shows that it has a slot 4 for blade 3 and an extending 
stud at the bottom of the slot which extends into a corresponding recess in the blade. The holder 
1 has a coolant channel 13 which leads into a straight portion in the body 2, this straight portion 
branching into two parts, each leading to an opposite side of the cutting blade and leading to the 
forward end of the body. Note screws 7 which extend into holes 8 to secure the blade. Note also 
flutes 9, 10, extending the full length of the body. Turning to figures 8, 10, and 1 1, the body may 
have an extending ridge 39 which extends into a channel 23, such that torque is provided from 
the holder 1 to the body 2. Regarding claim 8, item 39 may also be considered to be an 
"extension," and pieces 20b, 21b, serve to fasten the body to the holder through the extension 39. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over German '230 in 
view of Japanese 2000-158220. The English abstract of German '230 does not explicitly state 
that the body 2 is made of steel. Japanese '220 shows a holder 1 1 and body 9 for holding an 
insert 9. Body 9 is made of steel. In view of this teaching of Japanese '220, it is considered to 
have been obvious to have made body 2 of German '230 of steel, as it is a moderately priced 
material which is suitable for holding a cutting blade. 

6. Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
